Preserving railroad history 


Professors teach students nearly forgotten railroad engineering skills

Aninterdisciplinary group of CSUS 
students and faculty known as 
“Teamworks’ will work with the Soci- 
ety for the Preservation of Carter Rail- 
road Resources torestorea wooden flat 
car in an effort to record the vanishing 
skills of railroad engineers at the turn of 
the century. 

The program is called “This Old 
Flat Car” and is an effort by various 
members of CSUS faculty to focus 
on integrating traditional educational 
methods, such as hands on training, 
with today’ s computer-aided approach. 


Dr. Leo Dabaghian is one of the 
faculty advisors to the program. 
Dabaghian emphasizes that the 
project will enable students to recap- 
ture vanishing skills and technolo- 
gies. that railroad engineers, crafts- 
men, and apprentices used at the turn 
of the century. 

Mary Ellen Dabaghian, who is the 
community advisor to This Old Flat 
Car, says that the program will get 
students involved in their own educa- 
tion, crossing the disciplinary bound- 
aries. She invites students from all dis- 
ciplines to join in the effort: 

“The biggest problem (with stu- 


dents) is. that unless you have experi- 
ence, you’re never going to learn the 
skills that you’re going to need in 
order to survive,’ Dabaghian said. 
“Tn real life, you live and work with 
people from a wide variety. In this 
day and age, you need to develop 
numerous skills, the logical as well 
as the written and oral communica- 
tion skills to be in the workplace,” 
Dabaghian said. 

This Old Flat Car encourages all 
students to become involved in the 
project, particularly those from the 
departments of History, Journalism, 
and Film. 
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CSU and UC leaders 
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Clause puts student access to 
Regional Transit in jeopardy

A sunset clause in a 1994 Associ- 
ated Students, Inc. referendum discov- 
ered late Friday afternoon could cause 
an $88,000 shortfall in the alternative 
transportation budget. 

The initiative, passed by 69.5 per- 
cent of the voting students, increased 
the Student Activity Fee by $2 per 
student per semester. The sunset clause 
predicates that the initiative be discon- 
tinued after the end of this semester 
unless an extension is passed. 

ASI President J.P. Werlin and Vice 
President Richard Edgar discovered 
the referendum in question while doing 
background research on other referen- 
dums. Werlin and Edgar placed an 
addendum on the upcoming ASI 


Board Agenda in accordance with 
the Brown Act. 

The referendum will be included in 
the agenda at the Feb. 28 Board meet- 
ing, which is the last day to include 
referendums on the April 16-17 ASI 
election ballot. 

The Board will vote whether or not to 
include the initiative to extend the refer- 
endum on the ballot. An affirmative vote 
will put it on the ballot and feave it to the 
students to decide in April. A denialon the 
part of the Board will putthe ASI Finance 
and Budget Workteam in the awkward 
position of deciding whether or not to 
continue funding the alternative transpor- 
tation budget including the contract with 


_RT through alternative ASI resources. 


According to Edgar, the question 
that Finance and Budget will have to 


answer is: “How important is alterna- 
tive transportation?” 

Werlin said, “I don’t predict it will be 
an issue,” citing the unanimous student 
support of the Regional ‘Transit contract 
at the last student forum on Nov. 27. 

Theinitiative, ifincluded on theballot, 
would merely extend the $4 increase 
passed in 1994; it would not increase the 
current Student Activity Fee of $38. 

“Tt’sprudentto double-check,’ Werlin 
said, and in their research, Werlin and 
Edgar did not discover any other referen- 
dums with such clauses. The discovery, 
however, did call attention to the inad- 
equacies of the election system, espe- 
cially in tracking initiatives that are 
passed for just such situations as the 
sunset clause in question. “ASI does 
need to institute a process,” Werlin said. 


University to change class 
scheduling next semester

CSUS willintroduceasynchronized 
scheduling plan in the fall that the 
university hopes will balance the 
amount of students on campus through- 
out the week. 

The synchronized scheduling plan 
means every Class will begin on the 
hour or half hour. Departments have 
the option of scheduling three unit 
classes on Monday-Wednesday, 
Wednesday-Friday, Monday-Friday, 
or Tuesday-Thursday. 

According to Cirenio Rodriguez, 
associate vice president of academic 
affairs, synchronized scheduling will 
“Maximize utilization of buildings and 
facilities.” | 

Departments will be required to use 
equal amounts of time in the same 
classroom. For example, if a depart- 
mentchooses to have three MW classes, 
they may compensate with a three hour 
Friday course. 

Along with synchronized schedul- 
ing, the university will enforce the prime 
time hours rule. Departments must 
schedule 30 percent of classes before 9 
a.m. or after 3 p.m. said Charles 
Newcomb, physics department chair. 


Jean Torcom, government chair, 
agrees. “I’m concerned that there are 
so many permutations students will 
have to choose from, that they may 
have greater difficulty putting together a 
schedule than under the current system.” 

Torcom said she fears the new sched- 
uling will lead to later days. She said 
many students attend morning classes 
and work in the afternoons. 

Synchronized scheduling grants 
each department flexibility to schedule 
classes for their best interest. It was 
created to end conflicting classes. 
Currently, some classes end ten min- 
utes after another begins. 

Rodriguez believes that students will 
have more options. He said that some 
students might prefer three-hour 
courses, because of working or other 
reasons. 

Elpidio Perez, a civil engineering 
major, says hehas concerns. “I think [the 
scheduling] is fine just the way it is now. 
Idon’ tlike three hour classes. I start to get 
sleepy and my mind starts to wander.” 

But Scott Hatcher, a graduate stu- 
dent, who takes primarily night classes 
said he feels that synchronized sched- 
uling wouldn’t affect him. 

Wendy Yu, an ethnic studies major, 


says she is also worried. “I think syn- 
chronized scheduling might cause prob- 
lems. [It] might restrict a person from 
taking several ethnic studies classes a 
semester.’ 

The Chair of Mathematics, Edward 
Bradley, said his department would 
most likely stay with the traditional 
MWE schedule. “People need time to 
digest the information.” 

Bradley said attendance for MWE 
classes may decrease if more students 
take classes only twice a week, but 
Rodriguez said the new system would 
offer “even more flexibility and more 
options for students.” 

Newcomb disagrees with 
Rodriguez, too. “If you have a situation 
where many departments go two days 
and others don’t, it’s going to cause a 
problem.” 

Robert Doss, a computer engineer, 
laughed after his initial view of the plan. 
‘Most of my classes start before 9 a.m. 
anyway,’ he said. “T’dkindoflike tomeet 
just twice a week, though you'd have to 
wait some time to ask questions.” 

Art major John Lowen, said the 
plan allows more choices for working 
time and other interests. “It’s notmuch 
of a change, but it’s a good thing.” 


CSUS alumnus Kitty O’Neal knows the sweet sound of success

Sacramento State graduate Kitty 
O’Neal has come a long way in the 17 
years since she left CSUS. 

The KFBK “drive time’? news an- 
chor didn’t know exactly how she was 
going to make a living when she gradu- 
ated in 1979 with a B.A. in communi- 
cations, but she felt that whatever she 
did would involve an audience. 


O’Neal’s first audience heard her 


sing 80’s type rock in a band called Ian 
Shelter (pronounce In Shelter). 

“My parents were thrilled as you 
can imagine,’ O’ Neal recalls, some- 
what nostalgically, her early music ca- 
reets ; 

Now broadcasting news and enter- 
tainment from Sacramento’s number 


one rated station, as well as from the . 


Academy and Grammy Awards, 
O’Neal has found a new audience. 
Her career began about 11 years 


ago. While booking a show for her 
band at a McClatchy News Corpora- 
tion (who then owned the station now 
owned by Chancellor Communications), 


she mentioned her communications de- 


gree to the personnel director and asked if 
there might be a position open. ‘The per- 
sonnel director told her to come down to 
the station and apply for something. 

At the time, O’Neal was playing 
small music gigs. “Unless you hit the 
big time,” she says, “you feel like you’ re 
going to be playing in clubs for the rest 
of your life.” 

Soon after applying for the radio job, 
O’Neal found herself producing the 
Morton Downey Jr.show, whichrequired 
her to screen his on-air calls from listen- 
ers. Downey’s show didn’t last long and 
the station hired a then little-known radio 
personality named Rush Limbaugh. 

“Tt was bizarre,’ O’ Neal recalled of 
her job with Limbaugh. “I thought it 
was an innovative thing he was doing 
because every talk show host always 


had guests, He didn’t want to have 
guests. He had this shtick and comedy, 
kind of these crazy things he wanted to 
do. People really responded in a big 
way. They either really loved him or 
they really hated him.” 

From her job with Limbaugh, 
O’Neal transferred to FM sister station 
Y92 where she reported, news in the 
mornings for approximately seven 
years. She says that she prefers work- 
ing in the AM station where she deals 
more with “serious news.” 

O’ Neal came to Sacramento by way 
of the Air Force. She grew up living in 
places as far away as Japan and the Phil- 
ippine Islands. She says she thinks her 
mobile life has made her adaptable. 

“I was always in a position of being 
new and having tomake my way inanew 
school with new friends and anew neigh- 
borhood. It makes you a different per- 
son.” 

Since 1988, O’Neal has also been 
working intelevision. Along with host- 


ing a real estate show that can be seen 
on the Home Shopping Network on 
Saturday mornings and doing various 
commercials, she served as the enter- 
tainment reporter on KOVR-13 from 
1992 until 1994. 

Before attending Sacramento State, 
O’Neal went to American River Col- 
lege; where she did her general educa- 
tion work, and the University of Ha- 
waii when her father was. stationed 
there a year. Even though she didn’t 
get very much working experience from 
school,,O’ Neal still thinks that her ex- 


perience was important. 


“T think that college prepares you, 


but not in the way that you expect.. I 
don’t think that there’s never a direct 


transfer. At least there wasn’t in my 


case. I shouldn’t say never. But there 
are things that you learn in a college 
atmosphere that just add to your frame of 
reference and add to your ability to learn

the Hornets were shut out twice by Stanford. 
Anyone want to “promise” me a 12-game 
winning streak? 
—Twoyears ago, ESPN’s Dick Vitale called 
Sac State the worst team in basketball. Things 


haven’t improved much since then, but the. 


Hornets have no claim to being the worst team. 

The record isn’t where anyone would like it, 
but nobody’s quit as evidenced by last week’s 
wins over Southern Utah and Northridge. Prior 
to those wins, USA Today had the Hornets 
ranked No. 291 (out of 305 D-I teams) but it’s 
not that bad. After all, we only lost to George 
Washington by 18, and Gee-Dub just knocked 
off No. 1 UMass. 

For an independent team (or an American 
West Conference team, which is almost the 
same thing) there’s little source of inspiration or 
incentive. 

Having been on some terrible teams myself, 
I know how hard it is. Everyone expects you to 
lose, so it’s not a big deal. Your pride keeps you 
playing hard, but when the breaks always go 
against you, you start to expect it. And when 
you have nothing to play for except pride, it’s 
not always enough. 

Here’s the solution: March Sadness. In 
additon to the March Madness of the NCAA 
tournament and NIT championship, invite the 
worst teams to a tournament—the bottom 64. 

Teams finishing last in a conference would 
get automatic bids and the field would be filled 
with the remainder of teams ranked No.’s 242- 
305. Any team with 10 wins against Division I 
teams would be excluded so there could be a 
few at-large bids. If there are less than 64 teams 
qualifying, the absolute worst teams will get 
first-round byes. 

Instead of just playing out the string, teams 
will have extra incentive to win games late in 
the season, just to avoid the tournament. If 
you re 7-15 withsix games left, you can’t finish 
.900 and there’s little consolation in moving 
from No. 276 to say No. 268. But win half of 
those games, and you avoid March Sadness. 

If it sounds cruel so far, keep reading. The 
tournament would be a single-win elimination. 
If you win, you cut down the net and go home; 
lose and you keep going. There’s real incentive 
to win; and since there’s no Georgetown’s or 
Kentucky’s involved, there’s a chance to win. 
The best thing about it is this: 63 teams with 
otherwise disappointing seasons get to say they 
finished their years by winning a must-win 
game. Besides, there’s no way we’re really No. 
291.I’dtake our chances against any team in the 
field. | |

Hornets beat S. Utah and Northridge, 
home-finale vs. N. Arizona tonight

It’s been a long time coming, but 
the Sacramento State men’s basket- 
ball team finally found a spot in the 
win column, snapping an | 1-game los- 
ing streak with their victory over 
American West Conference foe South- 
ern Utah by a final score of 82-70 on 
Thursday evening at Hornet Gymna- 
sium. 

Yes, this was the same Southern 
Utah squad that only a week previ- 
ously had waxed the Hornets by more 
than 20 points in Utah, but such was 
not the case a second time around. 

“We were absolutely determined 
to bounce back after last week’s loss to 
them. At the drawing board, in prac- 
tice, during film sessions, our team 
was as focused as we’ve ever been,” 
said Hornet coach Don Newman. 

Southern Utah started the game 
strong and jumped out to a lead that 
reached as much as 13 points at one 


point early in the first half but the 


Hornets were able to regain their com- 
posure and slowly make a game of it 
with the score being 32-31 in favor of 
Southern Utah at halftime. 

The second half proved to be the 
turning point for the Hornets, as they 
came out with a look of determination 
that told you this one wasn’t going to 
get away from them. 

Sac State took the lead for good with 
13:41 to play in the second half on a put- 
back by center Tad. Hoogenbosch to 
make it 40-38 in favor of the Hornets. 

The Hornets then went on a 20-10 
run in an eight-minute span to build a 
seven-point.lead with 9:40 left in the 
game. 7 aaa 

Southern Utah closed to within four 
with 7:21 remaining, but that was as 


closeas they would getdown the stretch. 

Free-throw shooting was a big posi- 
tive for the Hornets, especially in the 
second half, when they hit on 13 of 15 
attempts from the line. 

“Their free-throw shooting down 
the stretch is acredit to them and keptus 
from getting back in it,” said Southern 
Utah coach Bill Evans. 


The most important key to the suc- ; 


cess of the Hornets on Thursday may 
have been the sensational play of center 
David Victor, who poured in a game- 
high 23 points, one shy of his season- 
high and also recorded six rebounds 
and four blocks. 

“I’m especially proud of David. He 
had the green light all night, and he 
came up big for us. He’s been coming 
in early, leaving late, and it really paid 
off tonight,” Newman said. “We played 
relentlessly on both ends of the floor. 
Westayed focused under pressure. Our 
veterans showed leadership and we re- 
ally pulled together and took advantage 
of all our opportunities.” 

Sac State then went out Saturday 
and beat Northridge 83-66 to win back- 
to-back games for the first time since 
Nov. 29 and Dec. 2 when they beat UC 
Davis and College of Notre Dame. 

Abie Ramirez hit on 4 of 5 three- 
pointers en route to a game high 22 
points. Arthur Tate had poured in 15 
points for the Hornets, who also got 13 
each from Eric Carey and Michael 
Boyd. That win ties the Hornets, 
Thunderbirds and Matadors for second 
place in the AWC at 2-4. Cal Poly went 
6-0 to finish first in league play, head- 
ing into the conference tournament 
March | and 2 at Northridge. 


The Hornets (6-19) wrap up the 


season tonight when they host the Lum- 
berjacks of Northern Arizona. Tip-off 
is scheduled for 7 p.m. at Hornet Gym.

The Hornet women’s basketball team 
wanted to make its final regular season game 
extra special for departing seniors Sarah 
Stapp, Shelby Boudreaux and Erin Enders.

Sac State (9-17, 3-3) defeated Northridge

be the No. 2 seed in this weekend’s confer- 
ence tournament at Northridge. 

First-round play will take place Friday 
with the championship and thrid-place games 
on Saturday. 

“This win is important to get momentum 
(for AWC tournament),” said Stapp. “And, it 
means we won’t have to play Northridge 
again.” | 

Stapp had one of her best performances 
this season, scoring a game high 26 points, 
including making 4 of 5 three-point attempts. 
Boudreaux scored 21 points on six of 14 
field-goal attemepts, but made nine of 12 
free-throw attempts. The center also grabbed 
a game-high eight rebounds to head off a 
Northridge comeback late in the game. 

The Hornets came out of the blocks slowly 
in the first half; the team’s first basket was 
off a Stapp jumper almost five minutes into 
the game. CSUS also had problems holding 
on to the ball, committing nine first-half 
turnovers. 

Stapp attributed the rough start to the 
strong emotions generated by a pre-game 
ceremony honoring the departing seniors. 

“We were not able to concentrate well 
early due to the ceremony,” Stapp said. “(I 


-have) some pretty sad feelings, (but) it was a 


very good way to end my last home game.” 
Coach Sue Huffman agreed that emotions 
played a great role in the game.

In the past two meets, both San Jose State 
and UC Davis posted school-record totals 
scores in their meets against the Hornets. 
Saturday, the Aggies’ record-setting total of 
189.95 beat the Hornets who finished 
with187.300. 

“We’ ve got depth,” said head coach Kim 
Hughes. “It just didn’t show that well.” 

The Hornets, ranked No. | last week in 
Division II, fell to 4-7 overall, while the 
Aggies improved to 1-6. The disappointing 
loss came on the heels of consecutive scores 
above 189, including a new school record on 
Feb. 11 at Air Force.

_ Wild Steps of Heaven is Mexican- 
American author Victor Villasenor’s 
latest novel. The book is an incredibly. 
moving story chronicling theearly years 
of his father’s life. It is the second 
volume in a trilogy of his family’s 
history. 

The first book in the trilogy, Rain of 
Gold, was named “one of the best—

Villasenor has become one of the 
most widely recognized and articulate 
figures on the literary scene. He -has 
written nine novels, 65 short stories 
and several screenplays, including the 
award-winning “The Ballad of 
Gregorio Cortez.” 

_ Villasenor did extensive research 
on his father, Juan Salvador Villasenor, 
and his family. In addition, Villasenor 
devoted countless hours to make the 
sights, sounds, and smells of his ances- 

try come alive. 

The narrative chronicles Juan 
Villasenor’s life from boyhood to his 
journey from Mexico to the United 
States, the lives of his grandparents and

extended family against the backdrop 
of Mexico’s chaotic history. In addi- 
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tion, it also a story about life, love, 
freedom, and hope. The novel tran- 
scends all boundaries of race and 
ethnicity, bringing together the miracles 
of everyday life. 

The novel, although non-fiction, 
often reads like fiction. Itisnota timeline 
of historical facts, but the story of a 
family struggling to stay together 
through poverty, greed, death, and any-

The book is fantastic period. The 
book, 296 pages including the preface 
and afterword, is a quick read.

Villasenor came to Sacramento 
State last semester to speak, and after 
reading this book, I kicked myself for 
not going.

death penalty case now runs around 

_ $1.89 million, with the taxpayers foot- 
ing various parts of the bill. Some have 
brought up the fact that because it’s 
cheaper to house a “general popula- 
tion” inmate 40 years ($875,400), it 
makes more sénse financially to let 
them “rot in a cell.” 

Personally, I feel disturbed by the 
thought that some of these vermin, even 
though they’ ve admitted to butchering a 
fellow human being or raping children, 
are allowed to live, like parasites, off the 
organism that sustains them. I think it’s 
wrong that they’re able to breathe the air 
that some plant worked hard to take the 
carbon monoxide out of. 

[havea proposal which will both save 
the state (and, of course, us taxpayers) 
quite a lotofmoney, and at the same time, 
make quite a lot of money. A large 
percentage of this newfound income 
would be earmarked for creating a fund 
for the state to use expressly for rebuild- 
ing the infrastructure of the public school 
system. How much money my proposal 
makesdepends on how farit’ s taken: how 
loosely it’s interpreted and what bound- 
aries are placed on it. I must say, in all 
modesty, that the state could really clean 
up. 

My proposal is a two-part plan that, 
first, saves money by shortening the ap- 
peal process to one appeal only, since the 
average death-penalty case moves about 
as fastas a glacier. One additional chance 
to prove innocence or raise doubts about 
the prosecution’s methodology is quite 
sufficient.

Student representatives from the 
CSU and UC systems called for a 15 
percent fee rollback, defeat of the Cali- 
fornia Civil Rights Initiative, and sup- 
port of Proposition 203 in a noon press 
conference at the State Capitol Mon- 
day. 

The conference and rally, held on 
the west steps of the Capitol concluded 
the three-day California Higher Edu- 
cation Student Summit held at UC 
Davis. Student representatives from 
the California State Student Associa- 
tion and the University of California 
Student Association attended the lead- 
ership conference Friday through Mon- 
day. 

Students held signs that said “Edu- 
cate, Don’t Incarcerate” and “Free Our 
Minds, Fund Our Education,” at the 
rally. More than 50 students from 
schools such as Sacramento State, San 
Diego State, UCLA, UC Irvine, Cal 
State Northridge, and UC Davis at- 
tended the rally. Observers at the rally 
were almost limited exclusively to 
members of the local media. 

Shawn Stevens, California 


State Student Association repre- 
sentative for Dominguez Hills, 
said, “We need to go to the ballot. 


In November, I will remember.” 
“[ think the importance of Prop. 203 
was overlooked,” said CSSA Chair 


‘Marc Levine. “We missed the boat.” 


Levine said much of the conference 
centered around “emotional” issues 
such as affirmative action and prisons. 
He said he felt the concentration should 
have been on advocating Prop. 203 and 
the monies it would funnel into higher 
education if it is passed. 

Many of the speakers concentrated 
on the new theme, “Educate, don’t 
incarcerate.” 

“We need to give students a place 
where they can learn and study in ad- 
equate facilities,” Levine said. 

Stevens said, “It’s almost as if we 
have to be criminals to get anywhere 
today,’ in reference to the unprec- 
edented growth in the prison system. 

“California’s middle class knows 
education is the key to prosperity. We 
must continue to invest in higher edu- 
cation.” said Ted Mulhauser, CSSA 
vice chair for legislative affairs. 

Mulhauser said CSSA and UCSA 
vowed to continue to fight for higher 
education. The two organizations com- 
bined have registered over 30,000 stu- 
dents to vote in the state of California. 

Mulhauser said, “We’re taking the 
energy...today back to our campuses.”

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The president shared the day with a 
local boy-made-good: billionaire 
Microsoft Corp. founder Bill Gates. 

The two Bills —Gates wryly 
called himself “Bill, not the politi- 
cian” —headlined both the main cam- 
paign-style rally of about 2,000 cheer- 
ing partisans and a private roundtable 
discussion aimed at showing that 
technology and training can com- 
pensate for the downsizing and job 
losses that technology causes. 

Clinton called Gates a shining 
example of a good corporate citi- 
zen who is working with govern- 
ment and eductors to make sure 
that the revolutary changes in the 
workplace are the “tide that raises 
all boats,” rather than impover-

Clinton called the huge restructur- 
ing of the economy “‘a 100-year change” 
and quoted Gates as calling the advent 
of the computer chip the most impor- 
tant event of the past 500 years.

or past, referendums 


A crucial ineffiency in the 
housekeeping of Associated 
Students could jeopardize the 
Regional Transit contract, ap- 
proved by CSUS students in 
1994. 

The problem concerns a 
Sunset clause discovered 
(stumbled upon?) by back- 
ground research on other ref- 
erendums by ASI President 
J.P. Werlin and Vice Presi- 
dentof Finance Richard Edgar. 
The clause itself would jeop- 
ardize the RT contract unless 
an extension is approved by 
the student body. 

However, the last day to put 
referendums on the April 16- 
17 ballot is Wednesday. The 
‘extension was placed on the 
ASI Board Agenda, and needs 
the Board’s approval in order 
to be on the ballot. If the Board 
does not approve putting the 
extension on the ballot, the 
Finance and Budget work 
team will have to evaluate the 
importance of alternative 
transportation. 

The issue here is why ASI 
did not know about this sunset 


The following is an editorial that 
was published in the Sacramento 
Bee Monday, Feb. 26. 


The $3 billion school bond proposal 
that Californians will vote on the March 
26 primary has survived the perils of 
Pauline. Last year, the bond was blocked 
by Republicans in the Assembly, who 
professed to support it but refused to 
vote for it because it wasn’t paired 
with a prison bond, and there was 
doubt it would go before the voters 
at all. 

Butin January, within hours of the 


legal deadline, the measure got just 


over the requisite two-thirds votes in 
each house of the Legislature, and it’s 
now on the ballot, where it will appear 
as Proposition 203. It’s. urgently 
needed. 

Building enough decent schools 
shouldn’tbe this hard. California use to 
be a model for the nation in its support 
of public education. But in the past two 
decades, we’ve become a state with 
some of the most crowed classrooms, 
and the most deteriorated school build-

It would seem that knowledge 
of such information would be 
crucial to the operations of ASI. 
Just think; if Werlin and Edgar 
had not been researching other 
referendums, this sunset clause 
would have expired unnoticed, 
putting ASI in a very difficult 
position. Is this an isolated inci- 
dent, or does ASI have a clear 
procedure for keeping tabs on 
such matters? Also, this incident 
begs the question, “What other 
referendum issues has ASI 
missed?” It appears that ASI is 
managing other matters like the 
Athletics Referendum well, so 
the overlooking of the sunset 
clause very well could be a one- 
time occurrence. 

The members of ASI have a 
responsibility to carry out the

Prop. 203: Schools need it badly 


schools are overcrowded. 

Proposition 203 provides a little 
more than $2 billion for elementary 
and secondary school construction and 
repair, alittle under $1 billion for higher 
education facilities, nearly all of it for 
seismic safety and for other repair and 
upgrading of existing college and uni- 
versity buildings. 

In both cases, the funds represent 
only a small bite into the huge backlog 
ofmaintenance and construction needs; 
that’snotcounting the anticipated needs 
generated by growing enrollment and 
further deterioration in the state’s edu- 
cation facilities, According to the state 
Department of Finance, more than $17 
billion will be needed in the next de- 
cade for K-12 construction, mainte- 
nance and modernization. 

Given the fact that turnout in the pri- 
mary is likely to be low and thata similar 
bond issue failed two years ago, approval 
in Marchis far from assured, whichmakes 
it all the more urgent that Californians 
who care about the state’s children and 
about California’s economic viability 
support this measure.
